oath, a particnlar description of said fproperty, giving
the age, ,marks, brands, and value of eaid property,
which degcription shall be filed with the Secretary ot
State, and published at least three weeks in a newspaper
published in the city of Saint Panl, and in the newspaper
published nearest the place of taking up.

Seo. 2. And if, at the expiration of ninety days from
the date of said taking up, the owrer shall not have
claimed such estray property, the same may be sold by pisposition of es-
the person taking the same up, upon his giving at least trays st the end
three weeks’ notice in anewspaper published in the city °f sinety dars
of Sazint Paul, and of the vicinity, of the time and
place of the eole of said estray property, and posting
copies of said notice in at least three of the most pub-
lic places in the county where the said property was
taken up.

Sec. 8. That after deducting a reasonable compenea-
tion for the taking up, and the costs of sale and advertis-
ing, the taker up shall pay into the State Treasury any Dipostion of
balance that may remain in his hands, and shall, within funds srising
twenty days after the day of sale, canse to be filed in the {omlect =
office of the Secratary of State, a fall statement, under
oath, of his doings in the premises, with the amount said
property was sold for, the amount of the charges, and
the amount paid for advertising, &e.
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Seo. 4. This act shall be in force from and afterits
passage, for the period of six months.
